A total of 12 candidates are in the 
running for appointment to the open 
seat on the Upland City Council, 
vacated when John McCarthy was 
elected mayor April 8. 


Deadline for filing was noon 
Friday. The council will determine 
who will finish the final two years of 
the term by May 15. 

One of those candidates, Greg 
Annigian, is vehemently opposed to 
the appointment selection process. 


Annigian trailed winner Al 
Canestro by 153 votes in the council 
race earlier this month, and is 
eurrently circulating a petition 
stating the first runner-up of the 
election should be named to 
McCarthy's council seat. 


the new council member, but in lieu 
of that feels the seat should go to the 
second choice in popular vote. 

“Unless this election process is 
exposed for what it is — a sham — 
then we are deluding ourselves 
about our government,’’ he said 
Friday afternoon. 


Annigian maintains council 
members will choose an appointee 
more through personal preference 
than by actual qualifications. 


“Tt will be a charade,” he said. 
“They'll go through the motions and 
then pick the person they ve already 
decided on.” 


Annigian hopes to get about 300 
signatures on his petition, but has 
not yet determined what he will do 
with it.

“Tn fact, if I had finished third, I 
would not have submitted an 
application to be considered for this 
appointment, I feel that strongly 
about it,’’ he said. 

A.C. ‘‘Chuck’’ Lawrence. who 
trailed Annigian by 16 votes in the 
April election, has also filed for the 
appointed position.

This could be the slogan of the Upland High School 
pipers — two boys and three girls who have played the 
bagpies upon request at weddings, convalescent homes, 
churches, restaurants, recently at Disneyland, in com- 
petitions and parades and for school functions. 

Glenn Farmer is the pipe major and wears the red pipe 
major’s sash, which was knitted for him by his grand- 
mother. Farmer also instructs the bagpiping class now 
boasting 11 students at Upland High. 


Other pipers are Glenn Fraze, who will take over the 
pipe major position when Farmer graduates in June, 
Jane Turner, Heather Miller and Karen Marley. 

Mary Lou Farmer is pipe band mother and carries out 
her job with seriousness and enthusiasm. 


Upland High Schoo! opened in 1955, and the late Alex- 
ander McLeish, first principal, was primarily responsi- 
ble for giving the school its Scottish air. 

Sally Jo Mertz in the 1961-62 years, completed details 
on development of the school tartan, and the plaid sett of 
her design was adopted by the student council. The basic 
colors of green and white were chosen as the school 
colors. 

The school grounds were laid out with Scotland

Davidson said the teachers’ 
association and the district enjoyed 
‘‘stable’’ relations, and have worked 
together in a spirit of cooperation 
for the past several years.

try up until 1968. The pipers do not know what happened 
or why, but the bagpipes were put away for eight years. 

‘Max Van Balgooy saw the pipes in the dust on a shelf 
in 1976 and asked the band director if he could put them 
to use.’’ Mrs. Farmer said. ‘‘Max was a self-taught piper 
and David Brodie joined him in piping. Then in 1977, 
three more pipers joined.” 

When Farmer came to Upland High School, he had 
played the saxophone at the West Covina high school he 
attended. The idea of bagpipes appealed to him, so Van 
Balgooy gave him private lessons on the practice 
chanter. This is a flute-like instrument used so the piper 
can learn to finger the eight openings. That was three 
years ago, and Farmer has been a bagpipe enthusiast 
ever since. 

Karen Marley, a junior, has been playing the pipes for 
years, ‘‘I had played the clarinet in the Marching Band 
for six years and it was boring. I wanted to do something 
different so I decided to learn to play the bagpipes,”’ she 
said. 


Another band clarinet player, Jane Turner, decided 
she also wanted a change, so she took up the pipes. Glenn 
Fraze said he wanted to play the pipes since he heard 
‘them at a Marching Band clinic when he was in junior 
high school. Frazer also is a student of Van Balgooy. 

Heather Miller had been playing the practice chanter 
four months. ‘‘My grandfather is an immigrant from 
Scotland. so I knew it would please him if I learned to 


sy y 


play the pipes,” she said. ‘I even have a Scottish name 
— Heather.”’ 


Farmer has been to a summer school of piping in Peb- 
ble Beach, and this summer the five pipers are going to 
attend. Mrs. Farmer will chaperone. ‘“‘The camp lasts 
for two weeks and the the instructors are the best pipers 
of Scotland,” she said. 


After beginners have learned the fingering of the prac- 
tice chanter, they graduate to the pipes. They learn how 
to blow air into the bag, which is held under the left arm. 
Pressure of the arm pushes the air out. 


“You have to learn how to blow air in alternately while 
you play and push air out,’’ Farmer said. 


“It’s not as easy as it looks,’ Heather said, ‘‘and when 
you are starting out, it makes you a little dizzy.” 


The pipers take pride in their ability and appearance. 
Karen and the. two Glenns have been in bagpipe com- 
petitions, and the five intend to continue competing. All 
said after graduation, they plan to continue playing the 
bagpipes in performances, probably with the Gordon. 
Greys of Fontana. 


Though the pipers seldom are accompanied by the 
Upland High School band, they add pageantry and color . 
to parades as they strut proudly ahead of the band down 
the street.

Demand for doctors who treat the 
family as a unit still exceeds the 
availability of these specialists, ac- 
cording to Dr. Raymond Pickering, 
chief of family practice for the Fon- 
tana Service Area of the Kaiser 
Foundation Health Plan. 

. But he said physician interest in 
family practice is increasing. 

The local phone directory now 
lists more than 50 physicians in the 
category of ‘‘family practice,” a 
relatively new listing. Many of these 
physicians have full practices and 
are unable to accept very many new 
families, a recent survey indicated. 
@ According to Dr. Pickering, board 
certification in family practice 
started as a specialty about 10 years 
ago. Until recently, physicians with 
at least five years experience in the 
field could complete the require- 
ments by taking an examination. 


” 


Now, the speciality requires a three- 
year residency. 

“A family-practice physician is 
not the same as a general practition- 
er,’ explained the director of the 
Kaiser program during a recent in- 
terview at the organization’s new 
Indian Hill Clinic in Claremont. 

“A family-practice physician 
probably does less surgery that a 
general practitioner, but spends a 
great deal more time counseling the 
family as a whole,” Dr. Pickering 
added. 

“The family-practice doctor is in- 
terested in behavioral problems,” 
he continued. ‘‘The family is consid- 
ered as a partnership. If the husband 
in the family develops an ulcer, we 
look to see if there is a stressful 
relationship with the wife or chil- 
dren.”’ 

He said behavioral science is em- 
phasized more than ever in the 
training of a family practice spe- 
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cialist. Dr. Pickering described the 
“typical” family-practice specialist 
as ‘‘someone interested in people 
rather than someone interested. in 
pathology.’’ 

In an effort to meet the growing 
demand for family practice physi- 
cians, Kaiser now has an growing 
number of young doctors taking 
their residency in the speciality at 
Kaiser hospitals. 

Dr. Pickering is the director of 
the residency program in the Fonta- 
na area. 

These residents must care for a 
specific number of families as a 
part of their training. under 
guidelines of the American Acade- 
my of Family Practice and the 
American Medical Association. 

Even the definition of what consti- 
tutes a family is specific. 

“Only about 12 percent of those 
served by Kaiser meet the 
guideline,’’ explained Dr. Pickering.

County permit needed 


by all refuse haulers 


The San Bernardino County Department of En- 
vironmental Health Services advises that permits are 
required for all commercial refuse haulers, even those 
who haul grass clippings. 

County ordinances require an application and approval 
for permits in any one of four classes for specific types of 
refuse and waste collection. For a permit to collect 
general refuse or rubbish in the unincorporated areas of 
the county (class A permit), a need for the service must 
first be substantiated by the applicant. 

One of the areas of concern is the individual with a 
pickup truck or those who do yard work and. advertise 
that they haul rubbish, refuse or trash. In all cases their

Florentine adds dash to dishes 


By MIKE McGRADY 


Chicken Breasts Florentine 
Rice in Bouillon 
Rhubarb Pie 
Turkish Coffee 


: There is a famous old car- 
toom: your basic middle - 
class family seated around 
the dinner table, the boy 
snarling at his parents, ‘‘I 
say it’s spinach and I say to 
hell with it!” 

We can’t be sure what 
was said to set off this out- 
burst. But I can magine the 
Well - bred mother saying, 
‘at your epinards, dear.” 
Or maybe the boy asked 
what he was eating and the 
father said, ‘‘That! Oh, 
that’s chicken Florentine.” 
Or eggs Florentine. Or 
almost - anything - at - all 
Florentine. 

Whenever someone slips 
the word ‘‘Florentine”’ into 
a cooking conversation, it’s 
fjust a slightly pompous way 
of saying ‘‘with spinach.” It 
would have been as ac- 
‘curate to call this ‘‘chicken 
with spinach’? — but a dish 
this good deserves just a 
touch of pomposity. 

Incidentally, if the kid in 
the cartoon grew up to en- 
joy cooking, you can be sure 
he changed his attitude. It 
doesn’t take long for a cock 
to develop Popeye’s respect 
for spinach — not just for 
the way it can stand on its 
own but for its social 
nature, the way it mixes 
into almost any surroun- 
ding. 

The Staples: Make sure 
these are all on hand: salt, 
pepper, marjoram, butter, 
lemon, sherry, rice, flour, 
sugar. 

The Shopping List: Two 
pounds of boneless chicken 
breasts; one pound fresh 
spinach; one bunch fresh 
rhubarb; one bunch 
scallions; one can chicken 
bouillon; one frozen pie 
crust; one small can 
Turkish or Greek coffee. 

5 P.M.: The last shall 
come first. Although the 
rhubarb pie can be made 
earlier in the day, there’s 
no need to go to that trou- 
ble. 

Pre-heat oven to 450 
degrees. Rinse off the 
rhubarb stalks and chop 
them into small chunks. 
You'll need about four cups 
of the fruit. Mix the rhubarb 
pieces with one and a half 
cups of sugar, the juice of 
half a lemon and a small

is to prevent loss of quality 
in frozen foods and thus 
protect your investment. So 
follow all directions to the 
letter.” 

' Among the factors that 
affect food quality are 
enzymes and air, which 
cause changes in color, 


flavor and texture. Another 
hazard is evaporation of 
moisture, which results in 
the condition known as 
freezer burn.

troubled times

Whenever people begin to recover after being seriously 
ill, I proposition them with the challenge that they might, 
for the first time in their life, sit down and seriously 
write out in detail what they think life is all about. 

Ordinarily our calendar is so full of things that have to 
be done that there is no time for this kind of abstract, 
serious consideration. By our taking time to do this kind 
of life overview, we are always facing the danger of just 
going through the motions of living and our life goals are 
both haphazard, and not brought into focus. 

The apostle Paul used this kind of technique in his 
preaching. He would state forcefully an era of their 
nation’s history, using the names of the men and women 
who did notable deeds, those who bore curel hardships 
and remained noble because they believed in something 
better and higher than themselves. And then Paul would 
appeal to his peers to live as though they were living with 
their heroic forebears watching. 

This is a good way for Americans to find genuine 
reference points in our troubled times. While we may 
differ about the merits of our fellow Americans, as time 
goes by and the chaff is winnowed from the wheat, there 
are those persons who have given us a sense of direction 
at the time of crisis and their names are carved deep in 
our nation’s history. Names such as Washington, 
Hamilton, Jefferson, Nathan Hale, John Paul Jones, 

* Lincoln, Jane Adams, and Booker T. Washington are a 
real part of our heritage. 

Whatever names make up your list, all those named 
are like St. Paul's list of men and women. They are those 
who struggled, who were persons of character, but more 
than all else they had a faith in life beyond life. In short, 
there was a purpose beyond their own self - satisfaction 

When we subscribe greatness to the Americans who 
have gone before us, we are unwittingly giving ourselves 
a standard of conduct. When we accept that heritage the 
next step is for us to make our own lives the kind which 
we think our chosen heroes would approve. It is at that 
point that life can take on dignity and purpose and worth. 
It is hard to act small or think little with that kind of a 
presence in their thinking. 

In this trying time for our country, let us remember 
our Declaration of Independence, and may we all 
remember that it would have been an empty gesture and 
meaningless paper. except for the character and courage 
of our Founding Fathers in some very trying times 
Many died to keep the dream alive. 

Today, let us stand as though we were in their 
presence and continue the dreams of ‘Liberty and 
justice for all,’ the world around.

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BLM will present study 


Hearing scheduled on federal 
plans for California deserts 


A public meeting on the U.S. Department of Interior 
Bureau of Land Management’s (BLM) proposed Califor- 
nia Desert Plan will be held at Cal Poly Pomona Thurs- 
day, May 8, at 7:30 p.m. in the University Union multi- 
urpose room. 

The meeting will include a panel discussion of the uses 
and abuses of the California desert, a presentation of the 
desert plan, an open discussion and a question and 
answer period. 

The meeting is part of the BLM’s hearing format for 
the public to review, the desert plan and make comment 
by Thursday, May 15. Federal law requires that the 
secretary of the interior adopt a plan for the manage- 


ment, use, development and protection of the 40,000- 
square-mile region included in the California Desert 
Conservation Area by September 30. 

According to Gerald E. Hillier, BLM district manager, 
“The BLM’s Draft Desert Plan and Environmental 
Statement is the culmination of a growing public 
awareness and concern about the resources and uses of 
the desert area of southeastern California. The public 
lands in the region have many unique natural values. At 
the same time they are vital as we consider new energy 
sources such as geothermal steam, mineral production, 
energy transmission, and wildland recreation. 

“The public dialogue,’’ he says, ‘‘which has been going 


on over the past three years, was intended to focus on the 
issues associated with desert uses and values. The Draft 
Plan does not present a preferred alternative; rather it 
presents an array of alternatives from which a final plan 
can be developed. During the current ... review period,” 
says Hillier, ‘BLM wants to know how substantially the 
issues have been addressed in tie draft plan, and how the 
public wants their land and resources managed.”’ 


The draft California Desert Plan presents four 
separate alternatives for the desert’s use: 

— The no-action alternative to continue present 
management with little or no change; 

—The protection alternative oriented toward the max- 
imum preservation of natural and cultural resources, 
with ernphasis on protecting fragile resource values; 

— The use alternative that focuses on meeting human 
demands by obtaining the highest degree of consumptive 
use and production that desert resources can provide and 
still meet required minimum environmental protection 
standards; 


— And the balanced alternative that provides for a 
variety of uses within the sustained yield capabilities of 
the public land resources.

WASHINGTON — Foreign visitors to the United States 
are virtually free to disappear. 

The frenzied efforts immigration officials are making 
to follow up on President Carter’s directive to locate all 
of the estimated 50,000 Iranian students living in the 
United States, underscore that. ' 

Each year at least 9 million foreign visitors enter the 
United States. Yet just how many of them leave when 
their visas expire is anyone’s guess. 

Federal officials, immigration lawyers and members 
of Congress have been aware of this old problem for 
years and hope that recent U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service efforts to implement a com-

in the United States and all are advised to check in with 
the Canadian Embassy. 

But they rarely do, says Marc Lortie, the Canadian 
press officer here. ‘‘We are pretty relaxed about it and 
they use us (primarily) as a box office (for mail from 
home),”’ he said. 

Other than just government philosophy, there are 
pragmatic reasons why foreign visitors are not tracked 
in the United States. Much of the INS budget emphasis 
has been on patrolling and controlling illegal alien entry 
at the country’s southern border and deporting illegal 
alien workers once they find jobs inland, said Jervis. 

At present virtually all of INS’ 900-person investigative 
force is following the President’s directive to ascertain 
the status of Iranian students by interviewing those who

puterized record-keeping system will make it easier to 
match foreign arrivals with departures. 

But it was not until the U.S. Embassy takeover in 
Tehran by Iranian student followers of the Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini that President Carter called for a 
crackdown on potential Iranian student visa violators 
and officials renewed the debate over the feasibility and 
desirability of an easy visitor tracking system. 

“The INS is an agency which is still fundamentally in 
the 19th century” as far as record-keeping is concerned, 
said Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, the New York Democrat 
who chairs the House Immigration subcommittee. 

“‘T would like to see INS pushed to the point where they 
can enforce the law, but I have no illusions that they are 
at that point now,” she added through a spokeswomen in 
her New York district. office. 

But Washington immigration lawyer David Carliner 
would rather see foreign visitors missing from immigra- 
tion files than monitored closer by the government. 
“‘There is no way of knowing where people are without 
creating a police state.”’ 

There are some 4 million resident aliens in this coun- 
try, most of whom are waiting to become naturalized 
citizens. Each year 290,000 more immigrants are ad- 
mitted to the United States, with a maximum of 20,000 
coming from any one country. 

These are the only people who have comprehensive 
INS files. They are required to report their addresses by 
mail to the agency each January. 

But the estimated 9 million others simply fill out a 
card when they enter the country and another when they 
depart. These two often do not get matched together by 
an INS employee until six months after the visitor has 
left. 

About 245,000 of these are students who must tell the 
INS where they are studying. 

Add to that number the 250,000 Indochinese refugees 
who have come to the United States since 1975. They also 
are required to forward their addresses to INS yearly, 
but often end up not doing it. 

Then, on top of that are the estimated 2 million to 4 
million illegal aliens, many of them Hispanics fleeing a 
depressed Mexican economy to find work here. They 
deliberately keep their location hidden from immigra- 
tion authorities here. 

Rep. Daniel Lungren, R-Calif., a member of Holtz- 
man’s subcommittee, says the government loses track of 
many of these people because, ‘INS has been under- 
funded, undermanned and basically ignored by the 
Washington establishment for a long time.” 

But INS spokesman Verne Jervis, who admits the 
agency is not aware of the status of all temporary 
visitors, points out, ‘‘The fact of life is that this govern- 
ment does not take a position that it should keep track.” 

At least one foreign embassy official here admits his 
government does not keep tabs on its own nationals in the 
United States, either.

Northrop pioneered in aviation

He is old now. His body is 
hampered by a condition 
which makes his hands 
shake slightly and affects 
his balance. 

He says his memory has 
failed some since a near- 
fatal bout with pneumonia 
and surgery a year and a 
half ago. 

But talk aviation with 
John Knudsen ‘‘Jack”’ 
Northrop and his 
bespectacled eyes light up. 
He is at his best when 
discussing a field he did so 
much to pioneer. 

In 1947, the Reader's 
Digest called him ‘‘one of 
the great creative 
engineers of our time,” and 
the description holds today. 
Many of the concepts he 


» developed through his 36- 
® year career can be found in 
™ today's modern jet fighters. 


Northrop, who recalls his 
youthful days as those of a 
‘‘grease monkey,’ was 
prominent in the 
development of three of the 
nation’s leading aeronautics 
firms — Lockheed, Douglas 
and his own Northrop Corp. 
in Hawthorne, Calif. 

He is best remembered in 
aviation circles as the 
designer and developer of a 
plane in which the covering 
helps carry the load without 
the use of an internal 
framework 

That concept is used in 
virtually every commercial 
and military airplane in the 
world today. 

For those who enjoy 
perusing aircraft pictures, 
Northrop’s work might best 
be exemplified by his 
favorite design — the 
Flying Wing Bomber

all odds the most valuable 
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lasting beauty.

idea I ever had,” says the 
84-year-old Northrop. 
“There is a fortune in it for 
anyone who wants to run 
with it. I would like to see 
the Northrop Corp. be the 
sole suppliers of cargo 
carriers that are far 
cheaper than anybody 
else's.” 

In 1946, after years of 
research with scale models, 
Northrop demonstrated his 
Flying Wing — an aircraft 
with no fuselage and no tail. 

The plane resembled a 
large boomerang and was 
rejected by Air Force 
officials of the time as too 
unstable, a charge Northrop 
said the plane did not 
deserve. The last of only 15 
Flying Wings built was 
scrapped in 1953. 

“From the time I started 
working with aircraft, I was 
devoted to cleaning up the 
airplanes. That is a term 
that simply means less 
resistance to air. 


‘‘All of the-factors of 
design add to the 
resistance. I started 


working toward the flying 
wing concept, which 
basically is nothing more 
than a thick wing, into 
which the power plants, 
cargo and personnel go. 
“There is a tremendous 
advantage to it. There is a 
savings of 30 to 35 percent in 
both initial and operating

Using the flower as a 
compositional tool is well 
represented by the flower 
against the old rusty drain- 
pipe. Here the whiteness of 
the flower against the dark 
subdued colors of the wall, 
drainpipe and bush provides 
a strong contrast in t2nal 
ranges.

Use carpeting to cover built-in 
modules for plush family room

Q. My three children who 
are college and high school 
age have decided they want 
to redecorate a converted 
garage that we will use as a 
family room to take some of 
the wear and tear off our 
rather large living room. 

I have mixed feelings 
about giving them the go- 
ahead because they want to 
construct built-in modules 
and carpet the modules and 
the floor.

The components 
were constructed of three- 
quarter-inch plywood with 
four or five sides and 
crossbeam braces 
supporting the bottoms.

Although dimensions can 
be tailored to suit any room 
plan, Frankel created 
rectangles that were six 
feet by four feet by seven 
feet by 18 inches and seven 
feet by five feet by five feet 
by 18 inches. 

The modules were 
carpeted in a deep wisteria 
hue of Anso nylon fiber. 
Adding more decorating 
punch to the room were the 
huge anemones in reds and 
purple strewn on throw 
pillows and draperies. 

If your family might be 
inspired to follow this or a 
similar plan, perhaps all 
you’d need to provide would 
be the carpeting, the wood, 
Band-Aids and patience. 


Q. Our older home is 
being remodeled. The walls 
of the living room and 
dining room are rather 
badly cracked and will be 
repaired.

At a time when soaring oil prices 
and inflation have forced air fares to 
unprecedented heights, the nation’s 
airlines have begun an economically 
questionable price war, primarily in

« have raised prices 20 to 30 percent in 
_ the last six months. 
* Long-distance travelers will 


benefit from the war by getting 
cheaper tickets, but — as pointed 
out by a travel editor — only if they 
buy from an airline that doesn’t 
severely limit the number of cheap 
seats on its aircraft. 

“The big ads are going to be im- 
pressive, but when it comes to 
ticket-buying time there will likely 
be few seats on the plane at that 
price,’’ said the editor. ‘‘Most of the 
seats will be higher priced, and 
those that are cheap will have lots of 
restrictons on them as to when you 
can travel and how long you have to 
stay.” 

At a time when most one-way 
tickets from the West Coast to the 
East Coast were selling for well 
over $300, World Airways started 


the price war with a ticket cost of 
$180 to $200 depending on the 
destination. 

The big three — United, Trans 
World and American — quickly 
matched the cut, with variation on 
top of variation that would take a 
seasoned travel agent hours to 
decipher. 

But then came the startling news 
from Eastern Airlines that it not 
only was inaugurating coast-to- 
coast service for the first time. but 
that it would undercut all the majors 
and compete head-on with World. 

Eastern — responding to the 
bruising free-enterprise world of 
deregulation — said it would boost 
the industry's number of seats 
between Los Angeles and San Fran-

blindness which occur needlessly. 

Half of all cases of blindness need 
not happen, according to the society. 
The statistics are appalling: Over 
23,000 individuals in the United 
States lose their sight needlessly 
each year. 

Concerning cataracts, the society 
says Clouding of the eye’s lens which 
blocks the passage of light needed 
for vision, predominantly occurs in 
the later years. It is a leading cause 
of blindness in the nation today, but 
can be effectively treated by sur- 
gery. It is asserted that useful vision 
is restored in more than 9% percent 
of the cases in which an operation is 
recommended. 

Glaucoma is associated with ex- 
cessive pressure within the eye and 
is another leading cause of 
blindness. Yet it is a treatable, con- 
trollable eye disease. Aduits 35 and 
older are in the risk group for 
glaucoma. It is often a ‘‘silent’’ dis-

ease, progressing without pain or 
other symptoms. It brings irreversi- 
ble vision loss. 

The important things are early 
diagnosis and quick medical treat- 
ment. Persons with diabetes and 
those with a family history of 
glaucoma are high on the risk list. 

Glaucoma is the second leading 
cause of blindness in the United 
States. Two thousand persons are 
found to have glaucoma out of 100,- 
000 screened annually by the 
national society. 

Here are some more figures to 
impress on all older readers that 
they should not neglect having their 
eyes examined regularly, or when 
there is the slightest suspicion that 
something might be wrong: 


There are 500,000 blind persons in 
the United States. Each year 50,000 
more become blind, half of them 
needléssly.

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cisco and New York by 25 percent 
when it started its seven - flights - a 
- day service on June 1. 

A one-way ticket on Eastern will 
cost $195 and for a round-trip ticket 
the price will be $298, roughly $100 
less than any other airline presently 
offers, including World.

A consensus might be that few of 
them believe anyone will benefit 
from the price war, that a lot of 
empty seats will be flying coast to 
coast, and several Airlines are like- 
ly to post a loss at year’s end. 

“Tf anyone but Fastern had tried 
to enter that market, I would have 
simply not believed it,” said one 
analyst. ‘‘Eastern, however, is 
relatively strong.”

in new book ‘Peter’s People’

Dr, Laurence J. Peter is a 
quatemonger. 

Sifice childhood, the 60- 
yeaf-old teacher-psycholo- 
gist-author has massed a 
collection of satirical gems 
of thought from the famous 
and not-so-famous in an ef- 
fort to make sense of the 
human condition. 

The unusual hobby, which 
helped him early on in for- 
mulating his own stvle of 
pithy.prose, turned into a 
new career more than 11 
years ago when Peter 
published his witty and 
satirical book, ‘‘The Peter 
Principle.” 

The’ success of that now- 
famous tome, which posited 
that “in any organization, 
an employee tends to rise to 
the level of his incompeten- 
cy,” led to the publication 
of “The Peter Prescrip- 
tion,” ‘‘The Peter Plan,” 
“Peter’s Quotations’ and 
now, ‘“‘Peter’s People.” 

In the new work, Peter 
continues his use of rele- 
vant humor to get his points 
across. 

During an interview, 
Peter talked about his 
ideas, his life and his obser- 
vations on the increasing in- 
competency he finds in 
American society. 

“Declining standards are 
especially evident in 
education,’’ said the tall, 
ruggedly handsome Cana- 
dian. ‘“Teachers are becom- 
ing more incompetent.” 

But this isn’t necessarily 
their fault, he said. 

“Any teacher armed with 
just a piece of chalk and a 
chalkboard is going to have 


problems getting the atten- 
tion of a kid (who) has been 
watching Big Bird for three 
hours every day. 

“And with the technolo- 
gical revolution and the 
knowledge explosion that 
teachers must contend 
with, it is almost impossible 
to do the job.” 


For the good part of the 
last 25 years, he has travel- 
ed from school system to 
school system in both 
Canada and the United 
States studying teacher 
competency. 

His vast research, he 
said, provided the basis for 
the writing of ‘“‘The Peter 
Principle.”’ 


“In my studies, I noticed 
that good teachers would in- 
variably get kicked upstairs 
to administrative posts 
where they were actually 
less competent in doing the 
job. The schools would lose 
good teachers and gain bad 
administrators. ”’ 


Peter says he wrote ex- 
tensively about the problem 
but his observations 
generally went unnoticed 
until he began to cloak his 
ideas in satire. 

“T wrote a humorous arti- 
cle on counseling students 
that was well received. This 
led to the book.”’ 

Besides problems in 
education, Peter also is con- 
cerned by what he claims is 
an increasing incompetency 
in the medical profession. 

He maintains that the 
problems are in the lack of 
regulation of doctors, es- 
pecially doctors who are not 
keeping up with modern 


trends in medicine. 

“T thought of myself as a 
good statistician 25 years 
ago, but today, with the ad- 
vent of computer 
technology, I wouldn’t 
necessarily be that good. 
That’s the way it is with 
many doctors.” 

In his new book, Peter 
shies away from his own 
ideas for a change and turns 
his attention to the ideas of 
others whose lives and ac- 
complishments are of in- 
terest to him. 

Included are humorous 
profiles of such luminaries 
as Johnny Carson and 
Richard Nixon, and such 
nearly forgotten people as 
Joseph Pujol and Kin Hub- 
bard. 


‘“‘Hubbard was a 
newspaperman who could 
distill a story into one line. 
When I was a kid, I would 
clip his column out of the 
paper and paste it in my 
scrapbook. 

“T think a lot of what he 
said then is still valid 
today.” 

A few Hubbard zingers 
that Peter is particularly 
fond of include: 

— It seems that nothing 
ever gets going good till 
there’s a few resignations. 

— It’s almost got so you 
can’t speak the truth 
without committing an in- 
discretion. 

— If at first you don’t 
succeed, don’t take any 
more chances.

Detroit urges alternate energy speedur

It’s a pity that all the time 

spent worrying about how 

much OPEC will raise oil 


prices — and how soon 
Detroit will improve 
mileage performance — is 


not concentrated totally on 
pressuring Congress to pass 
legislation setting up the 
search for alternate fuels. 
As Irving J. Rubin, 
governmental affairs 
planning manager of Ford 
Motor Co., said in an 
interview, the world could 
have a fleet of cars getting 


100 miles per gallon of gas 
— but it would be worth less 
if the world were rapidly 
running out of petroleum. 

In 1974, Detroit - built 
autos got an average 13 
mpg. In 1980 it will be more 
than 20 and in 1985 about 
27.5, or up more than 100 
percent from 1974. 

He agrees Detroit should 
have done better in the 
past: ‘“‘The domestic auto 
industry has probably not 
responded to the demand 
for very small, lightweight 
vehicles as fast as we 
should have,’’ Rubin said. 


Create bread dough ornaments

If you've got enough 
dough — the kind made 
from. flour, that is — you 
can- bake yourself some 
ornaments for the 
Christmas tree. 
Bread dough ornaments 
are colorful and attractive 
 » — even easier than pie. In 
= fact, they require less time 
J than many pies, most 
Christmas ornaments, and 
genuine, home-baked, 
palate - pleasing breads and 
rolls. 


However, although 
ornament making may be 
less time-consuming than 
ordinary bread baking. the 
results aren't palate - 
pleasing either. The recipe 
is too salty for human taste- 
buds and paint makes the 
finished product inedible. 

In bread dough 
ornaments, paint and glaze 
decorate and preserve the 
pieces. Unlike real bread 
ornaments won t turn green 
in time. In fact, if you treat 
them properly, your 
ornaments will last all 
through Christmas, and for 
many Christmases to come 

Here are directions for 
the ornaments: 

j REDIENTS: Six cups 
flofr’*one and one-half cups 
of “salt, two and one-half 
cups of water. 

OTHER SUPPLIES 
Large mixing bowl, 
breadboard or counter 
space, rolling pin, paring 
knife, baking sheet, damp 
cloth, varnish or clear glaze 
(spray or liquid), paint- 
brushes, acrylic paints. 

MIXING DOUGH: 1. Mix 
flour, salt, and water in 
mixing bowl. 2. Turn 
mixture onto lightly floured 
breadboard or counter. 3. 
Knead dough for five 
minutes. 4. Roll dough to 

SHAPING ORNA- 
MENTS: 1. Cut shapes, 
such as candles, bells, 
Christmas trees, doves, 
etc., from dough with 
paring knife. 2. Smooth 
edges.and rough areas with 
moist fingers. 3. Keep damp
